Nicaragua  Again 
Lawyer  Quits 
Insanity  and  Leap  Year 
War,  Peace  and  Disarmament 


f:  In  speaking  of  world  events  the 
trouble  which  the  American  Marines 
are  having  in  Nicaragua  can  hardly 
be  overlooked.  Within  the  last  week 
■violent  outbreaks  have  occured  in 
which  both  our  soldiers  and  the  revo- 
lutionists of  Nicaragua  have  lost  their 
j lives.  It  is  admitted  today  that  the 
situation  is  more  dangerous  than  it 
-has  been  at  any  time  in  the  past 
~ Sandino’s  army  which  was  thought 
to  be  only  a roving  band  of  one  hund- 
red men  who  were  pearly  equipped, 
has  suddenly  swollen  to  a well  train- 
ed and  well  equipped  body  of  over 
1000  fighting  men.  Despite  our  sup- 
posedly superior  fighting  forces  we 
have  been  unable  to  penetrate  the 
rebel  lines.  Unconfirmed  reports  in- 
dicate that  the  Nicaragua  National 
guards  who  have  Teen  fighting  under 
the  Marine  commander  are  deserting 
and  joining  the  ranks  of  the  rebels. 
Additional  Marines  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  -General  John  A. 
Lejeune  are  being  rushed  to  the  scene. 

Authorities  announce  that  begin- 
ning next  week  a vigorous  campaign 
will  begin  in  which  the  rebels  will  be 
conquored  if  it  takes  every  American 
soldier  available.

It  seems  as  though  the  insanity  plea 
is  one  of  the  largest  loopholes  in  our 
Resent  criminal  code.  With  the  an- 
nouncement that  Hickman  will  plead 
insanity  comes  the  sickening  sense  of 
disgust  that  there  is  something  putrid 
Bflsrael.  For  a criminal  to  hang  for 
murder  is  now  a thing  of  the  past, 
insanity  releases  him  from  even  penal 
survitude.  Insanity  is  'Being  ysed  tc 
escape  punishment  for  a}l  crimes,  in 
sluding  leap-year  marriages.  The  super 
[fl&n  of  today  is  the  ope  who  'is  sane 
Bough  tp  do  what  he  want§  to,  and 
Insane  enough  to  escape  conviction 
for  it. 

For  some  weeks  our  foreign  minis- 
terg  have  been  working  on  a program 
to  outlaw  war.  France  has  agreed  to 
3pen  negotiations  with  us  for  this  pur- 
pose. Many  world  peace  advocates 
jseem  to  think^that  this  will  do  much 
to  vanquish  the  great  Mars.  Sfuch 
would  would  vgo  far  if  it  weren’t  for 
he  hypocritical  attitude  which  attends 
it.  At  the  same  time  we  are  trying 
to  outlaw  war  we  are  also  preparing 
:o  wage  a bigger  and  better  one.  The 
administration  advocates  the  opprop- 
ijaftion  of  nearly  a billion  dollars  for 
he  enlargement  of  our  navy.  The 
largest  which  any  administration  has 
Eirer  advocated  in  time  of  peace.  In 
order  to  be  consistent  the  United 
States  should  do  one  of  two  things: 
quit  preparing  fo?  war  or  quit  howl- 
ing about  peace  and  disarmament.

Founders  of  School 

Praised  in  Speech 


“The  Brigham  Young  University 
was  established  with  the  ideals  of  the 
worship  of  God,”  said  Susa  Young 
Gates  in  a talk  delivered  to  the  stu- 
dents in  Wednesday’s  devotional. 

Mrs.  Gates  went  on  to  say  that  the 
three  men  most  concerned  in  founding 
the  university  were  Brigham  Young, 
A.  O.  Smoot  and  Karl  G.  Maeser,  re- 
ferring to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Maeser 
was  the  founder  of  the  church  school 
system. 

‘‘The  spirit  of  the  institution  wa§ 
focused  around  the  theological  depart- 
ment,” Mrs.  Gates  continued,  quoting 
her  father’s  words  to  Dr.  Maeser 
“Remember  not  to  try  to  teach  eyen 
the  multiplication  table  without  thq 
spirit  of  the  Lord.” 

Judge  Christensen,  an  alumnus  of| 
the  school,  also  gave  a short  talk,  and 
in  addition  to  this  LeGrande  Ander 
son  sang  a solo.  Prof.  Hayes  offered 
the  opening  prayer.

LONG  ACTIVE  HISTORY 


Alpha  Delta  Commerce  Fraternity 
was  organized  in  March,  1923,  through 
the  efforts  of  J.  Hamilton  Calder  and 
A.  Rex  Johnson,  who  called  together 
the  upper  classmen  in  the  college  of. 
commerce  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a scholarship  and  contact  or- 
ganization on  the  campus.  These  two 
men,  one  a sophomore  and  the  other 
a junior,  were  elected  scribe-treasurer 
and  president  respectively.  They  held 
office  for  the  next  two  years*  then 
Calder  was  graduated  and  Walter 
Stevens  was  elected  scribe-treasurer, 
but  Johnson  was  retained"  as  president. 
In  1926  Harold  Harvard  was  elected 
scribe-treasurer,  with  Johnson  still 
holding  the  presidency.  In  1927  Wm. 
J.  (Bill)  Snow,  Jr.,  was  elected  presi- 
dent and  Jean  Alleman  was  made 
scribe-treasurer,  but  the  removal  of 
Bill  to  another  campus  made  another 
election  necessary  so  Johnson  was 
returned  to  office  to  assist  in  com- 
pleting arrangements  for  affiliation 
with  Alpha  Kappa  Psi. 

At  the  outset  Alpha  Delta  recogniz- 
ed the  need  of  scholarship,  so  has 
awarded  for  the  past  four  years  3 
scholarship  ring  to  the  most  scholarly 
student  in  the  college  of  commerce. 
This  has  three  times  been  won  by  a 
member  of  the  organization. 

In  addition  to  spending  several  hun- 
dred dollars  in  sending  petitions  and 
delegates  to  national  conventions, 
an  effort  to  gain  recognition,  Alpha 
Deltas  have  been  active  in  the  publi- 
cation of  programs  for  various 
campus  events,  and  have  held  some 
very  attractive  socials  and  semi- 
monthly luncheons.  Numbered  among 
the  group  have  always  been  the  lead 
ing  student  body  and  class  officers, 
so  the  influence  of  the  organization 
has  been  felt  at  every  turn.  For 
scholarship  and  leadership  Alpha  Delta 
has  never  been  found  wanting. 

Last  year  they  gave  as  a project  to 
Alma  Mater  the  attractive  bulletin 
board  which  graces  the  hall  of  the 
Education  building. 

After  having  been  investigated  by 
D£an  Lord  of  the  college  of  com- 
merce of  Boston  University,  Grand 
President  of  Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  Alpha 
Delta,  through  its  officers,  spent  much 
time  and  money  in  preparing  attrac- 
tive petitions  to  the  officers  of  that 
organization,  but  in  1925  were  recog- 
nized as  hardly  ready  for  acceptance 
until  the  college  of'  commerce  was 
more  firmly  established.

With  Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  scholarship 
is  always  to  the  fore,  and  all  mem- 
bers must  be  bona  fide' candidates  for 
a degree,  and  must  be  of  Caucasian 
race.  It  is  always  aimed  that  mem- 
bers shall  have  sufficient  promise  of 
success  in  business  as  one  of  their 
requisites  for  membership,  and  .no  one 
is  eligible  who  has  not  successfully 
completed  one  year  in  a commerce 
school  of  recognized  standing. 

Alpha  Kappa  Psi  fosters  “scientific;

counts and  finance,  and  aim§  to  pro- 
mote and  advance  in  American  insti- 
tutions of  learning  courses  leading  to 
degrees  in  commercial  science.”  T° 
aid  in  this  research  a rapidly  growing 
fund  is  being  expended  each  year. 
Dean  Lord  was,  in  June,  appointed 
head  of  this  research  committee. 

With  the  support  being  given  Alpha 
Kappa  Psi  by  the  administration  and 
faculty,  everything  augurs  well  for  a 
flourishing  chapter  on  the  ‘Y’  campus.
